The cited documents represent the general state of the art. 
The invention defined in claims 1-55 is not disclosed by any 
of these documents. 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed device for 
producing a bone substitute and/or bone reinforcing material 
or bone cement. A piston is provided in a mixing space of a 
mixing chamber. A rotatable means releases the piston such 
that the piston can move towards an opening. Furthermore, 
there are three alternative modes of operation 1) the 
rotatable means can follow the piston in the mixing space 2) 
a screw includes a nut and is located in the mixing 
container such that the screw is non-rotatable 3) the mixing 
container is connected to a distributor and several 
containers axe connected to the distributor. Therefore, the 
claimed invention is not obvious to a person skilled in the 
art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-55 is novel 
and is considered to involve an inventive step. The 
invention is industrially applicable.
